The  Mc  xras  dropped 
about  1600  xj-hen  John  Chi'istian  of  Uncrigg  Castle  married  Isabella  Percj^ 
daughter  of  the  Duke  of  Horthumborland ,  This  Duke  of  iMorthuraberland  vias 
Henry  Percy  i^rho  xras  the  first  love  of  Anno  Eoljm.  He  uas  later  a  member 
of  the  House  of  Lords  that  convicted  her. 

This  John  Clii'istian  has  been  thought  to  have  been  the  ancestor  of 
Gilbert  Christian  xrho  settled  in  Virginia  b;'-  1732  and  uhose  descendants 
lo'ig  inhabited  Augusta  Countj'-,  Virginia. 

The  earliest  Christians  to  Virginia  hoxrever,  xrere  Ann,  Christian, 

Richard,  Thomas  and  VTiUiam.   The  Virginia  the;.'  came  to  xras  a  xrilderness 

xrhose  boundarys  xrere  endless.  Settlement, being  fraught  xdth  the  unknoxm 

xras  often  made  in  parties,  viz:

It  is  from  this  Thomas  Christian  that  most  Georc^ia  families  can  trace  their 

lineage. Ey  17^2,  over  a  himdred  years  later  there  irero  many  Christian 

families  in  Virginia,  most  of  them  descendants  of  this  Thomas, 

Thomas  Christian  xras  born  before  I636.

It  vras  not  until  after  tho  Rovolutionai';/  VTar  that  the  Christians  in 
Virginia  moved  to  Georgia.  Tho  Christian  dosccnr'ants  of  Georgia  toclay  are 
dcscendod  from  tlirco  men.  Turner,  born  1750  in  Goochland  Countj^,  John 
born  about  1740,  lived  in  Arahorst  Count].-,  Va.,  and  Elijah  born  about  17^0. 
Elijah  probably  came  to  Georgia  from  Amherst  County, 

Of  those  throe  the  exact  identity  of  Elijah  and  of  his  descendants 
can  only  bo  speculated  upon.  Ho  is  first  found  in  Georgia  in  January  of 
1801  when  he  purchased  600  acro<^  on  Laraars  Crook  from  Bedford  Brovm  and 
his  \T±fo,   ^ally.  In  Fob.  of  that  same  year  he  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth, 
convo3'-ed  to  Russell  Jones  1^0  acres  on  Laraars  Crook,  Ho  died  in  Franklin 
County  in  1803,  intestate.  Vfilliari  Christian  applied  for  Letters  of  Ad- 
ministration on  his  ostato.  Among  tho  bujrars  of  this  estate  vrcre  Patsy 
Christian,  Elizabeth  Christian  and  'William  Chi'istian. 

That  Elijah  vras   tho  son  of  Charles  Christian,  Jr.  is  the  most  likely 
supposition.  This  xrritcr  found  mention  of  Elijah  in  onlj^  t^ro  instances  in 
Virginia.  One  was  tho  xjill  of  Charles  Christian,  Jr.  in  Goochland  in  1783 
and  the  other  the  ^'tate  Census  of  1783  xrhore  ho  appears  in  Arahorst  County 
vrith  sovon  xrhite  persons  in  his  household.  This  record  vrould  indicate 
five  children  by  that  date, 

Amhorst  Coujity  had  boon  taken  from  Albomarlo  County,  xihich  had  boon 
taken  from  Goochland,  Charles  Chi'istian,  Jr,  made  mention  of  land  ho  oxmcd 
in  Amherst  ho  boquothod  to  his  son,  Walter,   However  Amhorst  \ms   also  tho 
home  of  John  Christian  xrho  came  to  Franklin  County  after  1790. 

By  1840  the  Christian?  of  Georgia  who  had  participated  in  tho  Land 
LtJttorios  from  1805  to  1832,  had  scattered  in  all  directions.

John  Christian  was  born  circa  17^  in  Virginia,  the  son  of  Robert 
Christian.  Ho  raarricr^  Uarj  MaynarH  in  Charlos  City  County  in  I768.  Ho 
served  in  the  Revolutionary  War  under  Col,  Van.  Ho  first  appears  in 
Georgia  when  ho  purchased  287i  acres  of  land  for  ;p500.00  situated  in 
Franklin  County  from  Barnabas  Paco  and  his  \n.fo,   Af^nos  of  Elbort  County. 
This  deed  roads  "John  Christian  of  Amherst  County,  Virginia".  Ho  died 
intestate  in  Franklin  County  in  1805 .  Letters  of  Administration  were 
first  frantod  Bdba,  then  to  V^illiam.  His  wife,  Harjr  died  intestate  in 
Franklin  County  in  1820.  The  estate  of  John  had  apparantljr  not  been 
dissolved,  for  a  joint  Administration  vjas  granted,  irLth  V/illiara  as  Ad- 
ministrator .
